TN my letter, Confidential, dated the Gth April, 1901, 1 reported the rumour 
regarding the purchase of Seistan by Russia, which had reached me shortly before Major 
‘MPreuch’s Seistan Diary of the 15th March, 1901, detailing the Hashmat-ul-Mulk's 
sugestion that the British Government should buy the kbalsa lands in Seistan (that is to 
say, the whole country, ns Persian Seistan is all Khalsa) in His nate. 

‘This would not do for us, as were we to purchase the country in the Hastinat-ul- 
Mulk’s tame, we should have no hold upon hin, after the purchase was completed, but to 
purchase it it our own name would be quite different matter, aud so far as T can gather, 
the matter has now really come within the range of practical polities. 

2, Colonel Temple, in his Meshed Diary of the 29th March, 1901, says that the 
Raisule'Tajjar there liad told him that he was negotiating with the Persian Government for 
the purrehase of the Governinent lauds in Seistan, and this ie confirmed by Major Bev 
Scistan Diary of the 23rd April, 1901, in which that officer reports that the Motn-ut-Pujjar 
tui the Raiseut-Tujjar were both in treaty with the Shah for the purchase of Seistan, the 
only difliculty being that of price. 

If these negotiations Have come to anything, it is possible that we are now too 
late in the field, and that our opportunity has already gone. I trust this may not be

‘Phe Moin-ut-Tujjar’s name is Hoji Muhammad Hasan, and he is an Afghan 
banker at Meshed who orginally came from Herat and for some time enjoyed British 
protection at Meshed as an Afelion subject, When British protection was withdrawn from 
‘Afghans in Persia, this man and his brother, Haji Ali Akbar, the Muawin-ut-Tojjar, both 
Hecame Persian subjects. When L was at Meshed they were not on good terms with the 
Raisst-Tujjar’s father, but on the latter's death possibly they made up their differences 
and are 1oW working together. 

The olfer thit these two men will make to the Persian Government for Seistan 
is probably a small one, considering the small value that the khalsa Tinds have fetched 
jn Khorassan, where the Persian Government have disposed of nearly all their khalsa 


4, Land is valued at about twelve years’ purchase in Persia. According to, the 

ue papers, the net revenue of Seistan’(as reported by Khan Bahadur Maula Bakhsh 
At paragraphs 10 (¢) and 82 of his Seistan Report), after deduction of remissions to Saiyids 
and priests, amounted to only 12,640 tumans per annum. ‘This has recently been 
increased by the Persian Government to 18,540 tumans, which represents the difference in 
the price of grain, which was fornverly valued at 7 krans per kharwar, and has since been 
charged at a little over 10 krans per kharwar of 650 los. 

Taking the revenue at 1,540 tumans, the Persian Government get 3,7081, or 


55,620 rupees perannum from Seistan.* Putting this at the round figure of 60,000 rupees, 
the Persian Government cannot expect to realize more than 60,000%12 rupees or 
720,000 rupees (48,0001, or 240,000 tumans) if they sell Seistan, 

5. ‘The Persian Government would probably not consent to sell the khalea lands in 
Seistan outright to any one but a Persian subject, but 1 see no reason why they should not 
be willing to larm out those lands to the British Government on lease. 

If the British Government, that is to say, the Goverament of India, were to take 
Scistan on a 999 years’ lease at a lakh of rupees a-year, or were even to offer the Shab an 
annual rent equal to double the amount of the present revenue, say 1,20,000 rupees, they 
would, besides politically, make a good profit, after paying for all establishment, 
as Seistan is capable of great development. 

‘The actual revenue realized by the Hashmat-ul-Mulk far exceeds the amount paid by 
him to the Persian Government. Even if the revenue were not increased and only 
embezzlement was stopped and the revenue grain sold at its full value, which is at least 
25 krans per kharwar (vide my camp di for the bth February, 1894), the income would 
exceed the annual rent, plus cost of administration, 

6, According to Khan Bahadur Maula Bakhsh’s Report, paragraph 10. (6), the 
present net amount. of revenue grain is 14,200 kharwars per annum, Say” that 
4,000 kharwars additional are misappropriated (vide my camp diary for the 4th February, 
1594). In reality itis niore. Khan Bahadur Maula Bakhsh, who got his figures from 
the Hashmat-ulsMulk himself, puts it down at. 10,000 Kharwars (vide his paragraph 82), 
‘This makes a total of 18,200 kharwars, which at 25 krans per kharwar, represents a sum 
of 45,500 tuans, The present cattle aud other taxes amounting to '2,600 tamans (in 
reality it is much more) added on give a total present revenue of 48,100 tumans=9,6201., 
‘or 1,14,300 rupecs. If even double present rates were paid for the lease, viz, 
1,20,000 rnpees in ronnd figures, there would still bea balance of 24,300 rupees per annum.

I AM directed by the Secretary of State for India in Council to acknowledge the 
pt of your letters of Ist, 18th, and 24th June and of the 2nd July, forwarding 
ies of communications regarding negotiations between Persia and Russia in connec- 
tion with the new Persian ‘tariff, and al uur letter of the 28th June transmitting 
copies of despatches from Sir A. Hardinge with regard to, the new lww abolishing 
inland Customs charges and establishing a uniform “ rahdari.” 

2, In reply to the letter last mentioned, I am directed to say that Lord George 
Hamilton concurs in the proposal of the Marquess of Lansdowne to approve the note 
which Sir A, Hardinge has addressed to the Persian Government in reply to the official 
communication of the text of the new law. 

8, As it appears from the inclosure to your letter of the 18th June to be likely 
that the recently sanctioned ad valorem iniport duties will be replaced by specific 
duties on most aiticles, I am desired to draw attention to the remarks which, in view 
of the possibility of specific duties being adopted, were made in my letter, dated the 
18th October, 1900, and in the Government of India’s letter of the 7th February last, 
communicated to you by my letter of the 19th March last. 

4, Of the five Indian exports specially mentioned in that correspondence, viz 
cotton goods, tea, rice, indigo, and sugar, it is observed that tea is now threatened 
with a very heavy increase of duty, namely, from 5 per cent, ad valorem to a duty 
equivalent to about 80 per cent. ‘The same is the case in a less degree in regard to 
coffee. Coffee, though it is not amongst the articles specified by the Government of 
India, is not unimportant as an Indian export; the market for its sale is much 
restricted by competition, and will be still further limited if the benefit of the 
minimum rates under the new French Tariff on colonial produce is not permanently 
extended to the produce of British India. 

5. Lord George Hamilton desires me therefore to repeat the suggestion that Sir 
A, Handinge should be instructed to insist so far as may be possible that if a Tariff of 
specific import duties is adopted by the Persian Government, the duties on tea and 
coffee shall not fall at more than 5 per cent. ad valorem ata moderate Tariff valuation, 
and shall be liable to periodical revision in accordance with the fluctuations of prices.

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to open up and foster the new trade route between Quetta and Seistan, and of the 
satisfactory results that have so far been attained, The value of the trade through 
Nushki in the past year has risen to over 15 lakhs of rupees. Major Trench has on 
several occasions brought to notice the friendly attitude of the Amir Hashmat-ul-Mulk 
towards the British Government, and the encouragement and support which he has given 
to the Consul’s efforts to advertise the commercial advantages of the new road. 
the departure of Major Trench from Seistan signs have not been wanting that the 
Hashmat-ul-Mulk feels his position to be precarious, and has reason to fear the 
hostility of the Russian Consul. Major Benn, in his diary for the period ending the 
11th April, reports that it is believed locally that the Governor has been severely 
censured for allowing the British officers to obtain so much influence in Seistan, and 
that the representations of the Russian Consul have so far intimidated him that he has 
somewhat modified the friendliness of his conduct. It is even reported by Colonel 
‘Temple, in his diary for the week ending the 22nd March, 190}, that an official is 
heing sent to Seistan to summon the Hashmat-ul-Mulk to Meshed 

3. As you are aware the Government of India attach the highest importance to 
the assertion of the paramount interest of Great Britain in Seistan and in South- 
Eastern Persia, They are of opinion that in no circumstances should Seistan be per- 
mitted to pass, like the northern provinces of Persia, under the control or even the 
preponderating influence of Russia, and that British prestige and influence in that 
quarter should be constantly and actively maintained. Though the commercial adyan- 
tages of the overland trade with India have not been overlooked and are of much 
importance both to India and Persia, you will readily understand that the objects of the 
Government of Tudia in opening the route to Quetta and pushing the trade have been 
mainly political, It has been their desire not only to create and increase the trade, but 
by means of the trade to establish beyond a doubt the superior interest of England in 
those parts of Persia which border on Beluchistan, In these circumstances the down- 
full of the present Governor of Seistan would be a serious blow to the plans which the 
Goyernment of India have in view, since the substitution of a less friendly and accom- 
modating Governor could hardly fail to affect the trade injuriously, and in this way to 
weaken our claim to regard Seistan as manifestly and exclusively within our sphere of 
influence, Iam, therefore, desired to bring these considerations to your notice, and to 
suggest that, if you sce no objection, you should use your influence, when opportunity 
offers, to counteract the misrepresentations which are doubtless being made in Tehran 
of the Hashmat-ul-Mulk’s conduct. It is probable that the Persian Government take 
little interest in the trade, and that any commendation of the Governor's assistance in 
promoting it might only serve to confirm the suspicions, which the Shah is understood 
to entertain, of the activity that has been shown in this part of his dominions. It is 
also no doebt possible that the anticipations of our Consul in Seistan may be 
exaggerated, and that the authorities in Tehran may have no real intention of replacing 
the Governor by another officer. But, should the necessity arise, I am to suggest that 
a plain intimation to the Persian Government that we regard our commereial and 
political interests in Seistan superior to those of any other Power, and that 
we should, therefore, view the removal of the Hashmat-ul-Mulk from power with the 
strongest disfayour, would not improbably be sufficient to induce the Shah to pause in 
taking a course which he would reeognize as likely to involve him in an unpleasant 
diplomatic struggle,

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2, As your Excelleney is aware, the question of the action to be taken in regard to 
this inatter has formed the subject of considerable correspondence between Hi 
Majesty's Government and Sir A, Hardinge, and you will observe from the instructions 
gent to Sir A. Hardinge on the 23rd June, of which I inclose  copy,* that the 
intimation which His Majesty's Government have authorized does not go so far as that 
which the Government of India suggeated in your Secretary letter dated the 29th May 
to his Majesty's Minister at /febran, IT take the opportunity to point out that 
inconvenienee snust inevitably arise from direct correspondence with Tehran on a 
matter of Tmperial poliey, in respect of which the British Minister is receiving his 
fnstructions from the Foreign Office, while your Execlleney is in communication with 
mysell upon it, In these circumstances, it seems to me manifestly preferable that any 
suggestions which the Government of India may consider it desirable to make in similar 
circumstances should be made to this Office.

Diry of Journey of Major G, Chenevia-Trench from Seistan fo Meshed for period from 
Lth March to 80th April, 1901, 


LLEPD Scistan for Meshed on the 20th March ; after having stayed one month 
with Captuin Benn, T followed the road by Bitjand, whieh is about 150 miles from Seistan. 

‘phe road is. level from Seistan to Bixjand, and there is nothing to prevent 
whevled traffic whieh found its way to Seistan from Quetta continuing the journey to Birjand, 

‘he black gravelly soil so common in Persia seems to take the place of macadam, 
for the tracts are smooth and resemble made roads, ‘The country between Seistan and 
TBirjan has been described as a waterless desert. ¥ found that it resembled the reat of 
Persia which T passed over on my way to Meshed. ‘There were the long desolate valleys, 
ith no villages to be seen anywhere, across which the smooth track made by camels 
fan, A turn round some low hills brought you to yet another valley, bare and treeless. 
‘Occasionally the eye is gladdened by a stretch of green crops, and a cluster of domed- 
rooted houses, As fir as Lhave seen of Persia, this succession of dry plains, varied at 
intervals by patches of cultivation, is the usual thing.

‘The country between Seistan and Birjand differs in no way except that the distances 
petween cultivation are longer than usual and the cultivated areas emaller than in the 
tore populous parts of Persia, Were I to compare the route between Nushki and 
Robat, and that between Seistan and Birjand, I should say that the appearance of desola- 
tion was more apparent on the Persian side than on the Beluchistan portion. 

The Persian. section has the advantage of the small villages at intervals, From 
these villages the camelman is able to obtain bhusa for his camels. On the Robat- 
Noshki route, there being little or no cultivation, bhusa isnot obtainable, | This fact at 
first deters the Persian camelman, and it is hard to make him believe that his camel can 
change his diet, and exist as well on cakes of ata as it can on bhusa. Grazing, of course, 
fs what every camelman looks for, bhusa or ata only being given when camels are tired, 
or have uot time to graze. 

The grazing on the Nushki-Robat section compares favourably with the Persian 
section, In order to increase the popularity of our rond, bhusa should be more 
nlentiful. ‘This can only be done by increasing the water supply by karezes, Captain 

VehbeWare is much interested in digging new karezes, and I hope he may be well supplied 
With money for the work. 

Quetta-Nusbki section of the road in my comparison, ‘That 
section is really very unsuitable for camels coming from the plains of Seistan and Kanirat, 
‘he cold in the winter is very severe, prices of bhusa and grain are high, and Quetta itsel? 
affords no immediate means of grazing. Lhope it will not be long hefore the roud eom= 

cations of India will be extended from Quetta to Nusbki, $0 thut goods may during 

be carried in carts from Nushki. 

While at Alibad, the third march from Nasratabad towards Neh and Birjand, 1 was 
told of a direot route leading from there to Robat, which avoided the swamps of Seistan, 
and efeted saving of about 00 miles on the routes from Birjand, Meshed, and Herat 
to India. 

“The fact that the route avoids the swamp of Scistan is in itself a very great advantage, 
‘As T bad no time to travel over the route I asked Major Benn to travel by it and if it was 
suitable for camels to make any improvements along it which he thought necessary 
Major Benn bas now written to say tbat he finds the route ideal for camels, aud a saving 
of 68 miles in the distance from Aliabad to Robat. ‘The water question along the route 
seems to require improvement, but Major Beau, who now has a personal acquaintance 
With the road, is doing all ho can to remove defects, Full details of the road will be 
found in th Seisian diaries, 

‘At Birjand | was well received by all classes of people, ‘The Shaukat-ul-Mulk, who 
nade the first call on mie, was very friendly, At times he bas been thought to be under 
the induenice of the Russias, 1 do not believe this to be true in the least. OF the two 
‘Ammits, the Shaukateul-Mulk and the Hashmat-ul-Mulk, the former is the more open in his 
hostility to the Russians, He has been several times complained of by Mr, Miller for 
the disrespect he has shown to Russian officers passing through Kaniat, 1 found, in 
conversation, that the Shaukat-ul-Mulk thoroughly understood the political significance of 
the Seistan route, and was prepared to hail with joy the counteracting influence of 
England, which would save Persin from the grip of Russia, One intelligent Persian 
described the position of Russia as a high wall which was preparing to fall and smother 
then, ‘The dread of being absorbed by Russia is with every Persian, and the more 
immiiuent it appeats, the greater grows bis hatred of the Power, who, he says, has, doue 
nothing but ruined’ his country, ‘The Amir Shaukat-ul-Mulk holds these opinions 
strongly, and since the Seistan route has been opened, has thrown himself entirely on to 
our side, believing that now, for the first time in history, Eugland is really ia « position to 
check Russia's designs to absorb Persia. Whether Kogland will use to the full advantage 
the influence which she now possesses by right of position in Scistan is sometimes 
‘expressed as a doubt in the minds of those who are intelligent enough to read the writing 
on the wall, Ihave been joud in my assurances that England will not neglect Persia foe 
the future, that the new route will bring Indian traders, who will gettlo over Porsia, and 
that British interests will so counterbalance Russian interests that Persia herself will from 
her central position ubtain stability. 

Not only to the Amir Shaukat-ul-Mulk did 1 opeoly enlarge on the coming 
influence of England in Persia, through the Seistan route, but at every place on the way. 
from Seistan to Meshed did 1 address large crowds, and tell them that an ancient 
Kingdom such as Persia was, did not so easily succumb through intrigue and pressure 
from Russia. 

Told them that in the furure Persians would go to India to receive their education, 
that c sad intercourse which will spring up between the two countries could bring,

nothing but benefit to both sides. I flattered the peasantry for their manly appearance 
and generally endeavoured to raise their spirits, and point to coming prosperity. By high 
and low | was asked numerous questions, but the idea of one and all was—save us from 
the Russians who have ruined the country, and who now are influencing the Shah to 
the detriment both of hi i take to suppose 
that the Persian average man hos resigned ti fate. On the contrary, he 
frequently declares that Russia kas not yet succeeded in absorbing his country and says 
she never will. 

At many gatherings round may tent the people were enthusiastic, and many: must now 
know more of the political significanes of the Nushki route than they di 
peasant frow the crowd remarked he had heard that the Russian Consul in 
not able to draw breath outside his house, which remark was received with popular 
applause by the rest, 

Among the merchants with whom 1 spoke in private while in Birjand, 1 found them 
all sharing the same views, and eager to make early use of the new route to India, Nor 
was this eagerness mere Gattery, for all the leading’ merchants have made or are making 
preparutions to start caravans to India by Quetta, T frequently heard the remark that 
the Bunder Abbas route was now a thing of the past, that trade with that port was not 
true trade, for they were in the hands of middle men at Bunder Abbas, and could not be 

hoosers of Indian and English goods. 

I stayed ten days in Birjand, and to all with whom I came in contact with my 

ersation was on the above theme, just as it always had been in Seistan, ‘The 
fect on all I found to be the same, ‘They at once waniied up and became friendly, o 
mithusiastic, 

‘Where is no doubt that: our Seistan poticy has created a movement which is slowly 
finding its way to Meshed, I noticed on my way to Meshed that the force of the 
inovement lessened as 1 got further north, but was never non-existent, I did my 
beat to stimulate it, and look forward to seeing the texding men in Meshed rouse 
themselves, and throw off the haneful influence which I am forced to say Russia exerts 
over Persin, 

While in Birjand T met Me. Spincka, one of the Belgian Customs officials, who was 
tring sent: to Seistnn, to place the Customs collection there on a better footing, Chad a 
Jong talk with him. "He promised to remove at once all the difficulties which we had had 
with the Porsian subordinates there. He even soid he intended removing these men 
altogether, dnl punishing them for the way they had robbed the Customs department, — If 
he does this it will be good, for these Persian Customs subordinates were in the pay of 
the Russian Vice-Consul, ind ordered to obstruct our trade as much as possible, 
Mr. Spineka, who is an Italian, assured me that he and the Belgian Customs officials 
were no party to this obstructive policy, that they wished to encourage the trade by all 
routes, for their own benefit, [showed him a map of Scistan, and pointed out the 
difficulty, if not the impossibility, of eatching the caravans, which from all directions 
wake for the Nushki route, many not even passing Robat, and most avoiding Seistan 
Proper, on account of the water, He said he thought that ut any rate it would be best 
not to interfere with Afghan caravans who cut across Seistan to avoid the duties at 
Kandahar, 

‘An idea has struck me whether Jater, when the Belgians find it impossible to collect 
tlicir dis from the exravans. passing trom Eastern Persia to Persia, whether we might not 
help them, by allowing them to collect their dues our side of the border on the 
Nushki route, on condition that we appointed our own man to wateb the collection. ‘The 
Belgians, by some such arrangement, Would largely increase their income, We should 
gain by having the collection under our immediate supervision, and the traders would 
be saved from being harassed by unscrapulous Sowars, as they crossed the Seistan 
deserts, "Two marches out of Turbat-ieHaider 1 was met by Colonel Temple and 
Mr, Coote, 

My reception in ‘Turbat-i-Hlaideri was good, 1 made a point of having a long talk 
with the Governor there, as. usual enlarging on the political importance to Persia of the 
present juxtaposition of India swith Persia, 

I reached Meshied on the 80th April, and so brought to @ close my deputation to 
Scistan, which had lasted just over w year,

North as well as South Persia, ‘The Viceroy of India strongly supports the 
proposal. 
me may be useful to refer very briefly to some other steps recently taken or 
considered by us to counteract the steady spread of Russian iufluence in South Persia, 
4 region in which hitherto our influence been uncontested. Although Russia has, 
naturally, for a long time been the predominant Power in North Persia, it was not 
till the end of 1899 or beginning of 1900 that reports were received of her intentions: 
to acquire a port on the Persian Gulf or Indian Ocean, followed by an advance south- 
ward of her Consular posts to places like Ispahan, Seistan, and now Bushire and 
possibly Shiraz, Mohammerh, and Bunder Abbas. 

Owing to her power over the central Persian Government at Tehran it was 

ognized that, as far as Persia was concerned, Russia might at any time obtain a 
port, and authority was given by Foreign Office in February 1900 to hoist our flag and 
form a naval base on Hormuz, Hanjam, or Kishm, or other suitable island in the Gulf, 
should Russia land men or hoist her flag at Bunder Abbas. 

Although the contingency feared did not arise, it was nevertheless considered 
desirable to make a thorough investigation of the islands and harbours at the entrance 
of the Gulf, in order to select beforehand the best position to occupy in case of 
need, 

‘This has been done, and the Government of India are in favour of occupying all 
the threo islands at Hormuz, Hanjam, and Kishm, and, possibly, hoisting our flag on 
the Maklab Istlimus of the Musandim Promontory as well (merely to prevent its 
seizure by another Power) in case of the Russians occupying Bunder Abbas, or any 
other Persian harbour near the entrance to the Gulf. ‘The matter is, apparently, still 
under consideration by the India and Foreign Offices. 

Tn connection with the above, 1 wrote a Memorandum at Sir John Ardagh’s 
request in March last on the best methods for us to adopt to check Russian encroach- 
ment on the Gulf. Sir John had intended to address Foreign Office unofficially on the 
subject, but as our conclusions were mainly in accord with those sinee expressed by 
the Indian Government, this is not now perhaps necessary.

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‘In my note I drew attention to the fact that Russian activity in the Gulf and in 
South Persia had more or less died down during the Manchurian troubles, but was 
likely to be shortly resumed, and this is now fully borne out by Sir A. Hardinge’s 
No. 49, in which he states his belief that we are on the eve of a critical period in the 
history of our relations with Persia, as the Russians are now for the first time 
challenging our supremacy in the region of the Persian Gulf. 

T pointed out in my note to Sir John Ardagh that Russia had failed to develop a 
great trade in Northern Persia ; that this was mostly due to defective communications; 
fist she had the power (by Convention with Persia) to improve these by making rae 
Ways, but has no doubt fotnd this too difficult and expensive. 

She thus finds her advance from the north very slow, and hence her attempts to 
get a footing on the coast, aud in the south as well, 

Much attention has been directed to her recent attempt to start a line of 
commercial sailings from the Black Sea to the Gulf, commencing with a steamer 
called “ Korniloff,” which took out an experimental cargo, and, it was reported, some 
agents to start business at the Gulf ports. Our Consuls report that the venture has 
not been a commercial success, but the traffic is subsidized, and, as Sir A. Hardinge 
says, Russia spends money without stint in Persia, 

‘There scems little doubt Russia wishes to acquire as much of the trade of 
Persia ay she can, and will no doubt station her Consuls, with Cossack escorts, all 
through South Persia to push it, and our trade and prestige will suffer proportionately 
if our Consuls are not supported in a similar wi 

‘i connection with these measures, the railway from Quetta to Seistan would 
bo a great stop in our favour, but this has already been advocated by us in papers now 
hofore the Ko i India Offices and the Government of India. Any measures 
of this kind, tending to delay tho consolidation of Russia’s power in Persia, are of the 
greatest importance to India. 

‘As instances of the gradual Russianizing of Persia, I should have mentioned the 
inerease in the numbers of the Cossack brigade in ‘Teliran, officered by Russian officers 
‘nd non-commissioned officers, and various projects for improving the material by 
reeruiting from the nomads of both North and South Persia, and passing them through 
the brigade to form a reserve, devoted to Russia, of the best fighting material in the 
country,

IN my letter, dated the 29th May, I had the honour to report my return to 
Muscat on the 26th May, in company with His Highness the Sultan and De. von Krafft, of 
the Geological Survey of India, and at the same time | mentioned briefly the result of his 
investigations, without prejudice, however, to the professional Report: which he will submit 
to Government in due course. 

‘2, T now submit a further report of what passed during our sojourn in the neighbour 
hood of Sur, but, as the particulars given are more or less closely bound up with the far- 
reaching question of French influence in Oman, I would request what follows be accepted 
rather as a contribution to the record on the latter subject, than as limited to the question 
of the coal deposits near Sur. 

Before proceeding with the narrative, beg to invite reference to paragraph 2 of my 
letter, dated the 16th March last, and to observe that my reason for therein asking 
that the geological expert might be deputed to Muscat as soon ater the 1st April as 
possible, was that I realized the importance of our getting through the work before the 
end of April. Failing that, it seemed to me that the annual visit of the French Consul to 
Surto be expected about that time, in the ordinary course of events, might not improbably 
result in difficulties for us. Unluckily M, Ottavi reached Sur before we did, and as the 
sequel will show, the result was ofthe nature anticipated,

8, In the first place, it will be well for me to explain that the coal-bearing district 
near Rufsheh lies within the tribal limits of a small Hinawi clan, by name  Slusharifeh,” 
mustering from 500 to 600 fighting men. Being of little independent account, owing to 
their numerical weakness, they are dominated in tribal manners and almost regarded as 
the vassals of their more powerful neighbours, the “ Beni Abu Hassan,” who inhabit the 
country in the neighbourhood of El Walf, a little furtherinland, Both these tribes belong. 
to the great. political division “Hinawi” (as opposed to Ghafiri”), other powerful 
sections of which, such as the Harthi und Hejrieen, occupy what is known as the 
“Sharkiyeh ” district of Oman, ‘The tribal affairs of the * Hinawi” collectively, i. in 
matters of national rather than sectional importance, are conducted by a number of 
representative Sheikhs from each component part meeting in Council ; and at present these 
Councils are swayed ina great measure by Sheikh Aysa-bin-Saleh of the Harthi tribe, 
supported by Hilal-bin-Amr and Moshin-bin-Armr of the same tribe, who are also related to 
him by mavviage, 

‘The first-named of these three is the eldest son and successor of the Saleh-bin-Ali, who 
organized und led the attack on Muscat in 1895, and the mantle of the father as 

ich,” or religious Head of the Hinawi, has likewise descended to the sou. The 
names of the other two must, 1 think, be familiar to yourself und Government as the 
subjects of a xood deal of past correspondence with Zanzibar, from whence Hilal bas but 
recently cut himself adrift, 

On previous occasions, when the coal deposits of the Musharifeh country have become the 
subject of attention in any way, the matter has not been considered of sufficient tribal 
interest to he carried beyond the narrow circle of the Musharifel themselves, who have 
more than once excavated a quantity of coal and sold it without any interference from 
their neighbours, 

Similarly, in the present case, it was confidently believed that we should only have 
the Mosharifeh to deal with, and with this view an aged and well-disposed Sheikh of that 
tribe was summoned to Muscat by the Sultan and undertook te pilot us through the 
locality, ‘This individual, who was loyal to us throughout, was himself well aware that 
our intentions were friendly and harmless, and assired the Soltan and myself of his abilicy

of Sur, with a few Sepoys from the garrison there, was 

ny us on behalf of His Highness, in order to make arrangements for 

appli port and to look after us generally, It was anticipated that our 

work in the vicinity of Rufsheh would occupy’, perhaps, the inside of a week, and in that 

case I proposed, if the Geologist did not find the heat too excessive for field work, to bring 

him back by land, in order that he might obtain a general idea of the geology of Oman, 

‘und perhaps materinl for a paper on the subject. This, however, was a secondary 

cony‘deration, which, as matters turned out, times and cireuwstauces did not perinit to 
take shape, 

4. Dr. von Krafft arrived in Museat on the 10th April, On the 14th, having 
previously received a telegram from the Resident in the Persia Gulf, itimating, in reply to 
‘communication from myself, that the Rayal Indian Mail steam-ship * Lawrence” could not 
be spared, having likewise no information as to when a British man-of-war might be 
expected, and thinking it inexpedient for political reasons to delay departure on the 
chance of one being sent, I arranged with the Nakudha of a Kattywati dhow to convey 
us and our following as far as Kathat (about 15 miles from Sur), where he proposed to take 
ina cargo of inespebbles and then continue his voyage to India. He was not willing to 
convey us the whole way to Sur, but, as a coal seain had been reported near Kalhat, we 
arranged to start inland from the latter place iustead of from Sur. 

‘Owing to contrary winds ve did not reach Kalhat until the fourth lay, the 17¢h April, 
‘The trikesmen in the neighbouring hills proved to be perfectly friendly, and made no 
trouble about showing us all there was to be seen, and did their best to make us welcome 
and to dispense such village hospitality us they were able. On the 19th April, on our 
return to camp in the evening, news reiched us that the French Consul, uecompaniee by 
his Dragoman, Abdul Aziz, had arrived at Sur thi fore in w French eruiser, and had 
been met at that port by a second man-of- inking that under these cireutstances 
it would be advisable for us to get back to Rufshch with the least possible delay, I decided to 
push on the following morning through the hills to the Mush: 

Tn due course, on the 21st April, we arrived at the Musharifeh village of Mislook 
about 10. miles inland of the port of Sur, Here the reception we met was just the 
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converse of what we had experienced at Kalbat. We heard that divers reports emanating 
from Sur had already. preceded us, setting forth our alleged sinister designs upon the 
people and the couniry, and that these were readily believed by the iznorant villagers, 
‘The Musharifeh Flder who accompanied us now felt himself altogether discredited and 
abused for bringing us there, and I even heard villagers in conversation with him openly 
threatening to cut our tents down if we attempted to put them up. Closer acquaintance, 
however, assisted by the appearance of the Wali of Sur, who now arrived from the coast to 
join us, remedied matters in this respect, and the Aistook villagers subsequently became 
‘ovr good friends, 

Soon after our arrival we were visited by the Musharifeh Elders, who, be it noted, 
came to our camp not from their villages in the bills, but from Sux, whither, according to 
the Wali, they had been summoned by Abdul Aziz. on the arrival of the R. F. © Infernet’” 
a few days before, and had been plied by him and the French Consul with fautastie stories 
of our evil intentions, ‘They were even said to have received money presents to encourage 
them to impede our progress. Be that as it may, it at once became evident that they 

Notwithstanding that we brought explicit official letters from the 
which should o have been in themselves quite sufficient to allay any 
suspicions which otherwise they might. at first have entertained ; notwithstanding, too, 
that we were accompanied by one of their own Sheikhis, and that the Sulton was) himselt 
nted by an important offical in the Wali of Sur, they at first sullenly expressed 
wes as altogether unwilling that we should lift. their uibal “ pardah” further, 
After a long parley with myself and the Wali, they eventually pretented to have became 
personally disabused of their previous suspicions with regard to us; but declared that 
there were some Elders of theirs at outlying villages whom it was necessary for them to 
warn and explain matters to, and that, having done that, they would return in three days! 
time to escort us through their country. I feared much that. this was merely'a ruse for 
gaining time to organize further opposition, and, had any gun-boat been available at Sur, 
1 should have asked her forthwith to return to Muscat and bring the Sultan down for a 
day or two, in which case our difficulties could have been nipped in the bud; but, in the 
absence of any of our ships at either port, and with the knowledge that for communication 
With Muscat und the receipt of a reply nine or ten days would be necessary, the only 
alternative seemed to he for us to make the best of things. «nd to endeavour, with the 
Wali's assistance, to overcome the opposition by patient negotiation, 

During the three days that now ensued, several travellers from the interion, haltis 
‘or passing near ovr camp en route to the coast, informed us that ularming reports hnd gone 
forth by letter and messenger from Sur to all the Hinawi centres in front of us to the 
effect that Saiyid Feysal was in collusion with the British Government, and contemplated 
handing over the port of Sur to the latter; that our present object for prospecting for coal 
was in connection with a railway, by which it was proposed to encircle the Sharkiyeh 
country from Sur to Muscat ; and that, after inspecting the cout deposits, we intended to 
return by land, in order to fix upon an alignment for the siid railway, Furthermore, the 
French Consul was alleged to have given out that the sanciuary of French protection was 
open to all who were oppressed by the Sultan or the English; and, with reference to the 
contemplated surrender of Sur to the latter, he was said to have warned the Arub 
community that the French Government had equal rights with the British Government 
in Oman, and would certainly seize for themselves the same amount of territory that we 
took for ourselves, ‘ 

5, The Musharifeh did not reappear in person at the end of the stipulated period, 
but informed us by letter that their more powerful congeners, the Beni Abu Hassan and 
the rest of the Hinawi, had now become interested in our movements, and that the 
matter had unfortuntely passed beyond their control and must be left for the decision of 
their betters. 

To the meanwhile, with a view to make sure that we did not attempt to reach the 
coal locality secretly or by sounded their tribal tocsin, represented by an old 
brass field-piece, which they kept in the watch-tower at Rufsheh, and asseinbled 160 or 
200 riflemen i the vicinity’ to hold the road against us 

‘The Beni Abu Hassan, on the other haud, wrote, assuring me that they intended to 
be loyal to the Sultan and obedient to his orders with regued to us, and were much 
ashamed at the way we had heen treated. ‘They went on to explain that. the Musharifeh 
were ordinarily almost their slaves ; but that Aysa-bin-Sulch-el-Harthi, Hilal, and 
Mohsiu-bin-Amr, and all the ehiet Sheikhs of the Minuwi, pretending that ths 4 nple 
maiter was one for their interfercuce, hud flocked down from their country to the Beni 
Abu Hossan Settlement, and were trying to prevail upon them (the writers) to support 
the Musharifeh in turning ns back, and had even endeavoured to enlist the assistance of 
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the Ghafiri element. (the hereditary enemies of the Hinawi), without any success, however 
Finally, they begued me to have confidence in their good faith in this matter, and sai 
that, if their fellow-countrymen continued to show contumely, they were ready and 
willing to call out their tribe and to land us in the coal-bearing bills by foree, after 
expelling the Musharfeh. They. recommended, howevcr, that we should wait patiently 
for a few days more, until the Hinawi Sheikls had had time to obtain answers from 
the Sultan to letters they were now dispatching to him by special messengers, and, 
tieanshile, they sent a party of five of their own Blders to reinain in attendance on us on 
behalf of the tribe. 

i ved at the same time an equally friendly and cordial letter from the powerful 

 Abdullacbin-Salim, with whom I was previously well acquainted, informing 
me that he had indignantly rejectes s . s jinawi, and saying 
that he was a loyal subject of the Sultan and a friend 
ready to welcome me to his country, and, on the present occasion, to escort us wherever 
we wished to go. 

Tt appears that the position taken up by the Hinawi Sheikhs at this stage was that 
they could not eredit the letters which the Sultan had sent to them by us, and that it was 
necessary for them either to see Tis Highness personally, or, failing that, to receive certain 

surances from him by the hand of the trasted messenger of their own whom they now 
proceeded to send to Muscat. Y 

‘They really hoped, no doubt, to levy blackmail from the Sultan on the one hand, and 
on the other to rid themselves of us by protracting negotiations as only an Arab Sheikh 
Knows how. They evidently thought that by these means they would wear out our 
pationoe ‘und our supplies, camped, as we were, in a desolate spot, with a simoon wind 
lowing daily as if from a furnace, and they being well aware, that, owing to the 
absence of out mensof-war from Museat waters, the arrival of the Sultan was very

The 
former repented pressed ne to alow them fake the Musharifeh in haud and clear the 
way for us, and the Ghafiri Chief again invited us to join him in the Beni Abu Ali 
country and allow hin to escort us to the coal ground in force from that side. To have 
adopted either of these courses would in all probability have resulted in a certain amount 
Of bloodshed, and have started tribal condagrations which it might have been dificalt to 
Extinguish oF foresee the end of; I therefore felt that T was not warranted in len 
mysell to them, At the same time I gave out that, while we had started on a a 
hich was intended to be friendly and peaceable, we were none the less beut upon 
carrying it through and had plenty of time at our disposal. 

T five dave after our change of camp, the Sultan, aceompanied by his son, Taimur, 
and hie usual following, unexpectedly joined us vid Kalhat, whither the Agency surgeon 
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bad arranged for the mail steamer to convey him. Unfortunately, Hi Highness arrived 
‘on the scene without any ‘of the sinews of war, for during his disembarkation from the

personally into the negotiations, in order that i might, not be said if they failed, that it 
Wis by reason of my interference. It will be realized, however, that though the inten 
Tous Of Saiyid Taimour and the Wali were of the best their efforts were of litte avail 
gainat the conning duplicity of Aysa-bin-Saleh and his confides, Hilal and Mohsin, 

‘3 Tn the meanwhile, however, news reached us of the arrival of « British man-of 
war at Sut, and this news worked for good, and at last, on the 22nd May, after several 
false starts; information reached us that the Musharifeh had uow thrown up the sponge 
tnd cent in their Elders to express their readiness to admit us, They did not venture, 
fiwerer, to our camp, but joined the Hinawi. A little later « deputation eame over to 
Saiyid Taimur's quarters, and a debate followed between our own representatives anil the 
Bact Abu Hassan on the one side, and the Hinawi and Musharifeh on the other, at which 
it was agreed to make us the following offer 

That, on the understanding that we should not require to remain out on the

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should escort us to the coal deposits, and that while there we should be at liberty to go 
where we pleased and do what we liked in pursuit of Dr. von Krafft’s invest 4 

‘This offer we formally accepted, and messengers were thereupon sent out by the 
Musharifeh Sheikhs to inform their tribesmen that this amicable arrangement had been 
arrived at, and that they could now disperse, An hour or so later, taking with us food 
and water sufficient for two days’ requirements, we set out, about forty persons in all, to 
the scene of operations. The path wandered tortuously in and out of the hills, and the 
Boing was slow owing to the great heat, We had been marching thus for some time 
when suddenly, as our long cavalcade rounded the spur of a hill and debouched into a 
brond open Wadi, we were fired at from an overhanging cliff about 100 yards away. AS 
one shot followed another and struck tnpleasantly near us, Dr. von Kraffe and I, who were 
riding together about the centre of the cavoleadle, quickly dismounted and took the best 
cover we could find among the boulders that strewed the Wadi hed. ‘The other members 
of the party hurriedly scattered or did likewise. Fortunately no human damage was 
done, but the horse which my companion had been riding had its leg broken by a bullet a 
fow moments after he had dismounted and taken cover. After some twenty or thirty 
rifles had thus been emptied at us, and after much shouting and waving of bandkerchiels 
on the part of our escort, the firing ceased, and in the course of time the body of 
tribes responsible for the scare, about 100 in number, trooped down from the bluff and 
assembled in the nulla, and a few minutes later two or three of the chief of them came over 
tous, ‘They were in such a state of extreme excitement that it was difficult to obtain 
from them any coherent explanation of the firing, hut the substance of their protestations 
was thit at was all a mistake, and they begged us to think nothing more of it and 
to let them now take us on to the coal deposits which were said to be close at hand. 

Subsequently, when matters had cooled down a little and made’ deliberate inquiry 
possible, two colourable solutions of the incident were forthcoming. ‘The first was. that 
these unfortunate villagers hud been kept out for days on theit inhospitable hills by 
Aysiebin-Sileh and th hs ona very short allowance of food and water. When 
they suddenly received orders from their Elders to the effect that the matter had now 
been amicably arranged, and that they were accordingly to disperse, they felt that they 
Yad heen imposed upon and put to privations for nothing, or more probably for the 
private profit of thei Sheikbs which they hud not been ullowed to share, and the more 

i ng them could not resist emptying their rifles ac our cavaleade before they 
1s to mike things unpleasant for their deceivers, 

an as that Aysichin-Salch and Hilal-bin-Amr, seeing that 
the Musharifeh were tired of the gime, and failing to get them to hold out any 
longer, while outwardly professing to he parties to the amicable arrangement arrived 
at, hd secretly persuaded a few bad characters among them to deliver this Parthian shot at 
us, and had quietly waited where we had left them to hear the result, ‘That they 
were quite capable of having done #0 1 have not the least doubt, but am inclined that the 
former solution is the more probable. In any ease, it was apparent to us that the 
Sheikhs wetually with us had not been partics to tie treachery, for they were exposed to 
the same risks ox we were, and as we ran just_as much further risk in going back 
wartls as forwards, and were presumably close’ to. our goal, we decided to go on, At the 
same time we discounted the chances of treachery as much as possible by disarming 
the two principal Musharifeh Sheikhs and making them walk one in front of each of us 

with the warning that, on the next shot being fired, each would have a bullet in him, 

4. Although up to now every one from whom we had sade inquiries rezarding the 
seamis of conl hid told us that there were three or four different places where it was 
exposed and in one place the whole stratum lay on the surface of a plateau and eould he 
got at without any excavation, the Musharifeh now declared that the small seam which 

proceeded to show us was the only one they knew of, It was evident, however, that 
this was false, for the small seam in question had been hardly, if at all, touched by 
the spade, and, many ease, could not have supplied the 8 or 9 tons of eoal which have in 
all reached Museat from the locality. By the time Dr, von Krafft had taken a number 
of samples from this seam, and we had further explored the nulla in which it occurred, 
night was approaching and we had to retum to our bivouae, Our faithless Hinawi 
escort now did their utmost to yet us away from the ground at once, insisting that we 
must have seen all there was to be seen, and that there was danger in spending the 
night in these hills; we, however, had good reason to think that it was regard for their 
own personal comfort rather than the existence of any danger that prompted their attitude, 
and expressed our intention of going out again in the morning, which in due course 
we did, Dr, von Kratft then found the saine stratum of coal which we had examined 
on the previous evening re-uppearing in an adjoining ravine, aud proceeded to make 
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excavations in two or three places to enable him to trace the course of the 
This was a labour of some time, and meanwhile the sun was getting high and 
hot, and the Elders, who accompanied us and who were sitting in the shade of the main 
nulla, proportionally impatient. ‘They continually importuned us to have done with 
our labours, both on account of the heat of the sun, and because, as they alleged, the 
Musharifeh had not bargained for our digging operations and might give trouble aguia. 
We were little disposed to listen to this, as several Musharifeh, who had been at our 
bivovae the night before, assured our servants that they. had only been put up to oppose 
us by their Sheikbs, and now that we had arrived they hoped we would stay as long 
as we liked, and we accordingly went on with our work, Saiyid Toimur and the Wall 
being with us at the time. A few minutes later we heard seven or eight shots fired, nob 
at us or from within view, but apparently coming from the direction of the main 
nulla where the members of our escort were sitting. Soon one of their number came 
running op with the story that the Musharifeh hail beeoine annoyed at our digging and 
had started to the tops of the hills again to take the offensive; that thelr Sheikh having 
seen them went to rembuisteate with thei, and that they had fired the shots heard without. 
however, doing any harm. Our own belief was that the whole story was a fabrication, as 
not only had we not seen the vestige of a hostile Musharifeh, but, on the contrary, two of 
them had been in our company helping us dig. In’ all. probability the Hinawi themselves 
fired the shots as a means of effecting what their importunities contd not, and having tived, 
had then quickly wiped out theie rifles. Saiyid Taimut, however, now began to gee 
alarmed on our account and begged us to desist, and we, too, felt that, whether thiv last 
incident had been the doing of our own people or of hostile Musharifeh, there seemed in 
either case no chance of our being left to go on with our work in penee, and that under 
present conditions it was impossible that any really satisfactory geological. investigation 
could be earried out. Dr. von Kraft had at all events seen enough to enable him to gauge

‘The author then goes on to give an imaginary version of my 
Nisit to Sur of January last (when 1 went for two days to try a criminal case), ‘Tho article 
Concluded with the news that the French Government were sending up a large ironclad, 
the“ Infernet,” for the protection of “their subjects” who own dhows fying the French 
flag, and that the Russian Government also intended sending men-of-war to the Gulf to 
safeguard the interests of Russian trade.

Office to Her Majesty's Government, I beg to reiterate the fact, that: there hus 
been no attempt on their part during the twelve months that have since elapsed to disuse 
any “disputed "case with the Sultan, On the contrary, tis Highness haw had visits trove 
five French mensof-war, the first of which made every possible effort to threaten and 
frighten him out of the attitude he bad taken up towards the flag qnestion generally, 
When nothing resulted from this policy, the French Consu! reversed his tacties and 
while, on the one hand, he adopted a markedly conciliatory attitude and dropped all 
unpleasant subjects in his intercsurse with the Sultan, on the other hand ive set hitnself by 
every means in bis power 80 to work matters in connection with Sur, that at the end of 
the stipulated period the original holders of French articles and flags, instead of returning, 
to the Sultan’s allegiance as promised, might come to him for o renewal of their articles, 
Tn furtherance of this object each French man-of-war, after. visiting Muscat and closing the 
Sultan's mouth with expensive presents and ceremonial visi ‘of a nature surpassing any 
thing our own ships have ever done in this respect, has then gone down to Sur, made 
much of His Highness? disaffected subjects there, and given them repeated promises of 
complete protection. 

Recently, when the time approached for the Suri dhows to, return from Zanzibar, 
M. Ottavi proceeded to Sur accompanied by the cruiser“ Infernet.” which remained with 
him there for a month, and during this month the lavishness with which the former has 
been entertaining all and sundry, and the bolduess with which he has been singing the 
attractions of French protection have been a matter of much wonder and comment. I now 
Jearn that on his return from Sur (where he still is) he is to leave Muscat either on 
furlough or transfer, and itis difficult to come to any: other conclusion than that he bas 
been speciically ordered by his Government, trusting in our inertness, to push the flag 
question to the utmost limit that he dares before he leaves Muscat, 
a8 ML Guaet and’ bis Serpent ould make a special demonstration at, this 

n was all along forescen by the Sultan (vide paragraph 3 of this office letter,

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ment as regards active intervention on our part, I hoped, and T have had no doubt His 
Highness did also, tat the ordinary amount of moral support represented by the presence 
of one or two of our men-of-war, and their occasional appearance in the vicinity of Sur, 
would have afforded some measure of unobjectionable assistance to his cause. So far from 
this being the case, however, and contrary to all precedent for the season of the year— 
always an important one owing to the slave-running which occurs at this time—British 
men-of-war were conspicuous by their absence. I am aware that passing events at Koweit 
made the presence of ships urgent, which might otherwise have been available for Muscat, 
and I have heen at pains to explain their absence in this way to the Sultan; at the same 
time, there is no donbt that M. Ottavi has made capital at Sur out of the'r absence by 
pointing ont that, the moment a French man-of-war came up to protect them, British 
ships which had been in evidence many ‘vonths disappeared altogether, and also that many 
of the Sultan’s Arab friends have made it a reason for advising him to pull in his horns in 
his attitude towards the French, on the grounds that, if the British Government had 
wanted or been able to help him, they would not have held aloof ac this juncture. 

15. The Sultan’s personal feelings at present may be gauged from a remark which he 
made to me wt Sur. 

“Tt was bad enough,” he said, “that the French Consul should seduce my Suri 
subjects from me by meaas of the French flags, and enconrage them to defy me in ordinary 
matters of Government. Now he has even extended his hand towards my subjects in the 
interior apd is alienating them from me, Where is it going to end ?”” 

Lately Saiyid Feysal has been in a state of such intense annoyance, both at the 
behaviour of his Sharkiyel subjects towards us in the matter of the coal, and at the French 

Jonsul’s thrasonical proceedings at Sur, that the difficulty has been to prevent him from 
taking some hasty action of seif- I have, however, so far restrained him from. 
anything of the sort: in the first connection, because he has as yet no tangible proof of 
M. Ottavi’s collusion with his subjects, and in the second, ie. the matter of the flags, 
because the passive attitude which His Majesty's Government seems to me from the 
record to have assumed towards the question, made me fear that His Highness’ interests 
might not be ultimately benefited by his coming to a fresh issue on the subject with the 
‘neh Consul, in which at the present juncture it might be inconvenient or impossible for 
‘esty’s Government to support him, 
Moreover, I felt that M. Ottavi, having had the board entirely to himself during his 
it to Sur this year, had probably won over all the wavering flagholders past. recall, and 
that any precipitate action taken by the Sultan now would prove too late to be of any 
real us 

16. At the same time I have the honour to express very respectfully the decided 
opinion that, whereas the attitude of the Sultan in the matter of loyalty to his obligations 
to the British Government and their representative is as favourable now as it is ever 
likely to be in the case of the present Ruler, and his indignation against the French, 
though impotent, oth real and acute, this state of things cannot reasonably be expected 
to remain permanent, unless His Majesty’s Government are soon in a position to adopt 
towards Muscat such a well-defined policy, as will both be apparent to the Sultan and 
his subjects, and will at the same time uct as an antidote to the evil effect which the 
very forward tactics of the French during the past year, in the direction of * protection” 
and the spread of anti-English propazanda, has undoubtedly accomplished; and which 
without our assistance the Sultan is powerless to cope with, If these “forward tactics” 
are allowed to remain unrepressed and the loyalty of the Sultan to the British Govern 
ment continues, by means of scurrilous literature an | otherwise, to be made in itself a 
handle for arousing the disaffection of his subjects against him, I can foresee no other 
yesult than that Sur and the Sharkiyeh country will in process of time become altogether 
alienated from his authority 

17. 1 submit that if, us I understand is the case, His Majesty’s Government can 
find no locus standi for us to interfere on the Sultan's bebalf in the matter of the flags, we 
have ample grounds for moving on our own aceount under the Brussels Act. In support 
of this view, T beg to quote the following recent incident. 

While I, Dr. von Kraflt, and the Sultan's son were lately in a position of some 
dclicaey some miles in the interior, and the Sultan himself waiting anxiously at Bilad- 
es-Sur for news of us, His Majesty’s ship * Cossack ” arrived off Sur, Soon after she 
arrived, although the French cruiser “Infernet” and the French Consul had been 
stationed in Sur for a month previous, a party of ten slaves in one boat made off to the 
ship for freedom. The owners gave chase, however, and overtook the boat, but three 
of the negroes dived into the water and reached the “Cossack” safely. Their deposi+ 
tions were recorded by the Communder. ‘They subsequently stated that they had not

A party of us went on sliore, and on landing we were friendly welcomed by five 
or six Aralis—two adults and three or four youngsters, We gave these wretched 
people two goats and some bread, then they guided us to their encampment, a 
couple of miles inland. 

There we saw their wives and the remainder of the children; they were, all told, 

habitants. 

Jes the encampment being as miserable as possibly could be, these people, who 

clusively on fish, had not even a boat to go on fishing. Nevertheless, they had 
been living on the island for years. 

11 our Way back on board we met close to the landing place three piroquets, in each 
of which there were two negroes, the one holding the oars and the other looking for 
oysters. 

Having becn questioned through our Arab interpreter, these men informed us that 
they belonged to a bungalow which was cruising in the bay and that recently left the 
Somali coast (Zailn), 

Last Wednesday, the Sth instant, we stopped again close to the north shore of 
Hallaniya Island with the purpose to give the natives some materials to improve their 
dwellings end bring them some pro\ 

Tsent on shore the chief officer, and among the men in the boat, two who had 
previously landed with me and knew where the huts laid, Meanwhile, our stean 
Whistle was. kept Llowing from time to time in order to attract notice, But, notwith- 
standing this and the repeated appeals made on shore by our interpreter, my people 
met with nobody. 

Moreover, having directed themselves to the place where the eneamproent stood 
they saw it destroyed, and close to it they noticed what they took of fresh graves 
(about ten in number). Near one of the huts were remains of fish which seemed to be 
relatively fresh. 

‘As it sceis desirable, from a humanity point of view, to make out what has become 
of Hallaniya’s inbabitants, and whether their disappearance or death has ay connection 
with the presence in those waters of the Somali peat! fishers, I have thought it my duty co 
put before you the above-mentioned facts,

ment to recoup them for the advances made, and one-quarter subject to a minimum. 
‘of 20,000 fr., to be paid annually to the Persian Government in two half-yearly 
instalments. It is understood that should tho Persian Government's quarter’ share 
of the rental exceed 25,000 fr., such excess shall belong to the Persian ‘Treasury. 

5. Tho maintenance of the line, including repairs, and the appointment, control, 
and payment of the line guards, who must be Persian subjects, shall remain in the 
hands of the British Director and staff, the cost being defrayed by the British 
Government. 

The duties of the telegraph inspectors and fine guards are strictly confined to 
repairing and maintaining the line, 

6. The principal offices, constituting the permanent residences of the British 
electricians and inspectors, shall be situated in towns or lange villages ; but pending 
farther arrangements to be agree upon between the two Governments, there shall be 
only one such principal office between Kerman and the Indian frontier, 

‘The protection of the line and of the officials, whether Persian or British, 
‘employed on it shall be the special duty of the Persian Government; and should the 
British officials wish to proceed on inspections in districts proclaimed as dangerous 
by the Persian Government, they shall inform the nearest local authority in order 
that they may be provided with an escort. 

‘The telegraph stations shall be built according to plans approved by the Persian 
Government; and in towns, the houses to be used as such stations shall wherever 
possible be rented, 

7. ‘The line will be of three wires: one wire will be used by the Persian Telegraph 
Administration for its local work, and the remaining two wires will be for international 
traffic as provided in Articles IV, V, and VI of the 1872 Convention. 

8. The revenue derived from local traffic on the Persian wire shall belong entirely 
to the Persian Government. By local traffic is meant messages originating at one 
Persian station and terminating at another Persian station.

*THAVE the honour to inclose, with reference to my last preceding despatch, a copy 
ofa note which I have received from M. Navs on the subject of the rahdari tax, 
had some conversation with him on this matter this evening and he assured me 
that there was no question of exempting the Province of Gilan, as His Majesty's Acting 
Consul at Resht appeared to think, from the operation of the new Law of the Oth Zilhadje. 
He had merely exempted from rahdari exports originating froin seaports and their 
rediate neighbourhood, and the exemption applied to Persian Gulf as well to Caspian 
ports. Tasked him what he meant by “immediate neighbourhood,” and on his replying 
that he had not as yet defined it, but’ that it was intended to, cover villages distant about 
5 or G miles from the coast, I suggested that it would be advisable to fix a definite radius 
round the port of exportation, which should be equal in area in the case of every port, 
whether in the tiorth or south of Persia, He said he saw no objection to this. we 
Ttook the opportunity of communicating to him the substance of your Lordship’s 
telegram No. 2, Commercial, of the 28th ultimo. Ie said the reservations on the part of 
His Majesty's Government therein enumerated were, in his opinion, most reasonable, and 
that he quite acepied them on behalf of the Persian Government 
havo, &e.

THAD the honour of being received in audienee by the Shah’ this morning Tor 
the purpose of presenting Mr. des Graz and Mr, Erskine, 

His Majesty referred, in the course of conversation, to the kind inquiries made by 
the King as to his health in connection with the unfavourable reports respecting it which 
had found their way into the European press. He added that he was resolved to. vi 
England next year, or failing that, the year following, as he was most desirous of making 
the King: Emperor's personnl acquaintance, and thus strengthening the ties of friendship 
between His Majesty's Government and that of Persia, on which he enlarged at somes 
length and with a good deal of warmth. He is,I hear from members of his house. 
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hold, quite bent on going to Europe next summer, partly in order to take the waters at 
Contrexeville, and partly to pay official visits to Berlin and London, and he stated 
somewhat imperatively the other day that if the funds required for this purpose were 
not forthcoming, they must be found, His doctors consider a eure at an European 
watering-place every alternate year very advisable in the interests of His Majesty's 
health, ‘The Contrexeville waters, which he continues, together with those of Marienbad, 
to drink in Persia, have entirely eured him of the stone, and his only present complaints 
are a permanent weakness of the heart and oceasional attacks of gout and indigestion, 
mainly due to carelessness in the matter of diet, His Majesty is very temperate in 
what he drinks, being, in fact, a total abstainer, except for a little whiskey which he 
takes by medical advice, but much less 80 as regards solid food, especially highly seasoned 
Persian dishes, and the restrietions imposed in this respect by his European physicians 
are too often discarded once he eseapes beyond their control into the privacy of the Royal 
Harem, 

His heart complaint is undoubtedly a source of grave anxiety, and being a keen 
sportsman, he frequently over-exerts himself, He wishes to go next week to shoot and. 
fish in the Elburz Mountains, but both Lar and a place named Imamah, which he had 
selected as a site for his camp, have been condemned by his doctors as dangerously 
high up, and he will have to content himself with Lash Katek, which is situated. at 

refore, in a less rarified atmosphere, He struck me when Thad 
the honour of being received by him to-day as in far better health and spirits than 
when Tast saw him at Tehran, and although with so weak a heart his chances of attaining to 
ripe old age cannot be considered hopeful, and must, indeed, always he precarious, there 
‘seoms no reason, from all I can learn, why he should not, with careful treatment, both 
live and enjoy life for many years,

M. Bourgarel has had a great variety of diplomatic posts in almost every part of the 
world, his last appointment having been that of Ministerin the Republic of Colombia, Baron 
von Hansmerstein has been promoted from the post of Secretary of Embassy at Madrid, 
but isnot a stranger to Persia, having been in acting charge for a few months, some years 
ago, of the Austrian Legation at Tehran, 

‘The policy of France in Persia appears to be one of complete subserviency to Russi 
and in the Mission field in Azerbaijan, the French have even abandoned their traditional 
championship of Catholic versus Orthodox religious interests, in deference to Russian 
susceptibilities, 

The accord between the two Powers was strikingly ill ate a few weeks ago 
when M. Bergeron, the newly-appointed Prench Consul-General at Tabreez, made his entry 
into that city with'a guard of three Russian Cossscks, who had accompanied him all. the 
way fron the Russian frontier, 

On the question of tariff revision it would not, however, surprise me if the French 
Legation were to act independently of Russia, and associate itself with the views of those 
Powers who insist that their commercial interests must be considered on their own merits 
aut anot be entirely governed by whatever arrangement may be made Vetwoen Russa 
and Pe 

‘The French, as the gevat importers of wines and brondies, are, in fact, likely to fect 
most acutely the increased duty on these commodities which is one of M. Naus’ main 
proposals,

TILAVE the honour to report that the Valiahd left yesterday moraing on his 
return (o Azerbaijan, His Imperial Highness’ departure was unofficial, as it was 
arranged {0 take place from one of the Shah's country Palaces, at which he slept the 
previous evening, after dining as the guest of His Majesty. 

‘A luncheon was given by the Atabeg-i-Azam on the 22nd at his country residence 
fn honour of the Valiahd, and wvas preceded by one given there to the Shah timself, the 
etiquette of this Court forbidding Tis Majesty to sit at table with his Ministers’ and 
courtiers, who may only stand near and converse with the Sovereign while he takes his 
meals hy himself. 

"Pwo days proviously the Shah conferred aon the Valiabd the decoration known as 
the “Akdas" (literally, “most sacred”), ‘This decoration is the highest class of an 
order of three classes, the other two being known as “ Kuds”” (sacred) and “ Mokaddas” 
(consecrated), which was instituted by Nasveddin Shab, It is the highest distinetion of 
its kind in Persia, being conferred only upon sovereign Princes or subjects of the most 
exalted rank, 

Tn addition to this mark of his Royal father’s favour, and to the increased 
administrative powers which he is to receive, as reported in my despatelt No. 79 ot the 
22nd ultimo, the pay of His Imperial Highness as Governor-General of Azerbaijan has 
deen increased, 1 am informed on fairly good authority, by 7,000 tomans (1,400L) 
year. 

eT hear from another informant, whom I have often found correct, that the Nizam- 
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es-Sultanch has been muleted of 80,000 tomans (16,000) in the shape of a compulsory 
present to the Shab, In retum for the payment of this sum, which was supposed to 
Feprecent half the profits made by him at Tabreez, his Excelleney is said to have been 
excused from accepting one of several remote posts to which the Atabeg-ieAzam was 
desirous of practically banishing him. Iam told that he wrote to the Atabeg-i-Azam, 
saying he was niearly 80 years of age, had spent most. of his life in the service of the 
Siate, an only wished now to retire from the world to his estates near Kasvin, or to 
pray at Kerbela, and that His Highness somewhat unkindly responded by quoting the 
distich from Haft 


“Hafiz, thou art grown old: the tavern quit, 
“Youth is the time for lust and revelry.” 


Whatever trath there may be in these stories, it is, I think, preity clear that the 
Valiahd’s visit has for the time rather strengthened the Atabeg-i-Azam, and that the 
intrigues in which the Nizam-es-Sultanch and the Court party were engaged against 
His Highness have been signally defeated. I have received conflicting accounts of the 
details of these intrigues, with which I need not trouble your Lordship, but they agree 
in asserting that the scheme was to effect such a redistribution of the highest offices of 
State, one of which was to be given to the Nizam, as would have rendered the Atabeg-i- 
position untenable, and that it was foiled, on the eve of success, by the 
hesitation of the Shah, who gave away the project to his Prime Minister, and. enabled 
the latter by energetic representations to His Majesty to defeat it, It is also clear that 
the Valiahd himself is at present on His Highness’ side. His Imperial Highness is 
feed, to have said to the Shah that he easily could get 100 doctors ay good 
‘Mulk, but not one Vizier equal to the Atabex. 

T paid a farewell visit to the Valialid on the 19th instant, and in the course of the 
audience which I had the honour of having of His Imperial Highness presented him with 
a handsome 808 rifle of the newest pattern on the part of His Majesty's Government, 
who, I observed, had thought this would be the most acceptable kind of gift to so 
renowned a sportsman and crack shot. Lordship may remember that this present 
was approved of Iast autumn, Lord Salisbury, I think, being at the time Secretary of 
State, in lieu of the decoration which His Majesty's Consul-General at abrecz 

‘sted should be bestowed on the Valiahd, His Imperial Highness was evidently 
much pleased with the riffe, and said that he should always use it, because he would then 
constantly haye the pleasure of dwelling on and being reminded of the friendship of His 
Majesty's Government, of which it was so gratifying a proof He hus practically 
recovered from the effects of his accident, but he still had a plaster on his forehead, and. 
looked even paler than usual, having lost a good deal of blood. He complained that his 
left arm continued to hurt him, and said he would have to travel by slow and easy stages

So strong is the feeling, especially in the Palace, where the party hostile to th 
Atabeg-i-Azam is fanning it to the utmost, that the Shab, atter having been persuaded

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delayed. 1am told, however, that the Atabeg will insist strongly on its maintenance, 
but may acquiesce as a sort of compromise in the Mushir-ul-Mulk’s going to Russia 
with the rank, for the present, of Chargé d’Affaires, and not of Minister.

Tlaid great stress, as directed by your Lordship, on our commercial interests in Seistan, 
saying that, whilst [admitted that ‘in Gilin, Mazanderan, and Azerbaijan the Russians 
might fairly claim that the importance their commercial interests entitled them to some- 
‘what special consideration (though this, I was careful to add, was merely my own private 
opinion, and was not to be considered us your Lordship's), it was natural that Seistan, 
as the most important point of contact between Persia and India, should be regarded by 
His Majesty's Government with special solicitude, more especially since the Nushki route 
was rendering it every year an increasingly valuable market and disiributing contre for 
Indian trade, 

I was hardly necessary for me to point out that we had no political interests there

Thaye just heard privately from Lieutenant-Colonel French that the Hashmat-ul- 
Mulk hias received a reply from ‘Tehran with respect to the purchase of the Seistan 
Crown lands, ‘The reply is a refusal to sell them unless the Hashmat guarantees not to 
resell or sublet any portion of them to nny foreigner. ‘The Hashmat told Major Benn 
that under the circumstances it would not pay him to buy the lands, as their revenues 
vould continue to be wrung from lum in various ways, and on different pretexts, by the 

Persian Government, but he appeared still to nourish a hope that he might evade the 
condition as to Teasing, and pressed Major Benn to tell him what His Majesty's Govern- 
ment would give him if he arranged the purchase, Major Bem», of course, replied that 
he was not in a position to offer any opinion on the subject, 

Major Benn further reports that he hears that “some one” in ‘Tehran has offered 
80,000 tomans (16,0004), plus a persoual bribe of 2,4001,, to. the Atabeg-i-Azam for the 
Governorship of Seistan, and that His Highness has informed the Hashmat-ul-Mulk that 
he must outbid this offer if he wishes to retain the post, ‘The result is that the Hashmat 
is putting, severe pressure on the subordinate Chiefs to vblige them to afford him the 
money he rules for this purchase, and that they on their side are appealing for protec 
tion against his extortions hoth to the British and Russian Vice-Consulates,

induced the Atabeg-i-Azam to issue an order rescinding the prohibition on the export of 
grain from all ports of the, Persian Gulf, It has repeatedly. been pointed out to the 
Persian Goverament—I myself only recently urged it—that this. probibition was having 
ost injurious effects, especially in the valley of the Karun, where a much larger area than 

at present the case would be under cultivation if the grain were alloyed. to be exported 
to places outside Persia. The short-sighted views, and selfish interests of the local 
Governors were, however, for long too powerful for, M. Naus, and he doubts whether the 
Atabeg-i-Azam will have the resolution to persevere in his present policy, should they 
denounce it as likely to produce scarcity and bread riots, ‘The absurdity of the old system 
was thut a considerable quantity of grain was, as. a matter of fact, suuggled out of those 
ports in which no proper Customs establishment existed, with the interested connivance 
of corrupt local authorities, 

Tiie prohibition remains in force on the land fronticrs of Persia and now that the 
Persian Government is establishing a regular Customs organization in. Seistan with a 
Belgian employé at Nasratabad, and a customs station at Hormuck on the Indo-Persian 
boundary it may affect prices onthe Nushki route, I have accordingly requested that so 
Jovg.as it is maintained, a limited quantity of grain may be exported on payment of duty 
for the use of our frontier post at Robat Keller and of caravans. along the road bet 
Robat and Saindak, and both the Mushir-ed-Dowleh and M, Naus have expressed their 
willingness to accede to this request,

The Agent told me that Reza Kuli Khan, who His Majesty's Consul-General at 
Ispahan ‘seems to think is being used as an instrument by Prince Dabija, was intriguing 
actively against the two Chiefs, with a view to procuring their deposition and his own 
appointment as [Mkhani, He had gone to Burujird to see the Salar-ed-Dowleh, and 
‘was trying to persuade both His Imperial Highness and the Persian Government that 
the present Chiefs had been won by British bribes, and that Haji Kuli Khan's mission 
Meee had political objects, one of which was to obtain British nationality for 

It is doubtless owing to the success of these representations that Haji Kuli Khas 
vas recalled to Tehran, where he is expected to arrive ina fow days! time, and the 
applications, which had been made on his bebalf by the Ali-es-Sultaneh, withdrawn as 
described in your Lordship's telegram No. 19, ‘ 
ay Ttold the Tikban Agent that I thought it would have been better if his master 
tad anticipated Reza Kuli Khan by paying his respects at onee to the Snlar-id-Dowleh, 

le could have gone with a sufficiently large retinue of tribesmen to insure himself

obedient to the Government. 

‘he Agent said that they were afraid that if they came Reza Kuli would be made 
Tikhani in their absence, and that although only a third of the tribe would obey him, 
and there would be disturbances in Bakhtianstan, they might then be detained here as 
hostages. Could I obtain a promise from the Aiabeg-i-Azam that if they obeyed His 
Highness’ summons, advantage would not be taken of their absence from their own 
country to make any changes in the Chieftainship ? 

T said I hardly thought U should serve their cause by appearing at this particular 
juncture to actively intervene on their behalf, but that { could say to the Atabeg that L 
heard from Ispahan reports of intending changes in the Chieltainship which might, if 
confirmed, lead to trouble among the Bakhtiaris, and thus imperil the security of the 
Tspahan—Ahwaz road in which British traders were interested ; and that I hoped in the 
interest of British commerce that none would be made for the present, especially during 
the visit of the present Chiefs to Tehran. I may possibly obtain satisfactory assurances 
from His Highness on this point, and in this case I shall strongly advise the Chiefs to 
come here without further delay, T do not think there would be anything to be gained 
by saying much about the Haji Kuli Khan incident, His Highness will, [feel sure, 
coply that the Persian Government was desirous, in the interests of public order, of 
settling the disputes between the various Baklitiari Chiefs, and that Haji Kuli Khan was 
summoned to take part in the exchange of views between them at ‘Tebran, which it is 
hoped may put an end to these tribal quarrels, 

‘he Zil-es-Sultan having asked me privately to impress upon the Bakhtiaris Khans 
that His Imperial Highness was their friend and wished to be on friendly terms with 
them, I took the opportunity of the Agent’s visit to express a hope that these Chiefs 
would sce the wisdom of cultivating good relations with the most powerful and important 
Persian Governor in their neighbourhood, ‘They regard the Zil with a good deal of 
natural dislike and distrust owing to his having invited the Bakhtiari Chief Hussein Kuli 
Khan to visit him as his guest at Ispahan, and then when he arrived had bin 
strangled, but T told, the Agent that His Imperial Highness was act

urgent. 

For the present it will, I think, be sufficient if an Indian guard. slightly. in excess of 
the Russian could be sent to {spahan, thus at once emphasizing our interest in Persia and 
our view that the ancient capital if not actually within, isat least on the actual border-line 
of our sphere of paramount influence. I propose, with your Lordship’s permission, to 
visit in the autumn Ispahan, Shiraz, and Bushire, leaving ‘Tehran’ about the end of

‘There would therefore for the present be no need for even one British officer, 

Turning next to the cost, the rations of an Indian soldier, calculating them at 2 krans 
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(20d,) a-day, would represent an allowance of about 15l. 
per man, whilst the keep of a horse averages about 151. ia (204. to 
261, in Tebran, where prices are higher), including shoeing, wedicines, and sundries, but 
exclusive of saddle-cloths, saddlery, and repairs, as well as of stableman’s wages; which 
may be calculated as nbout 1/. a-month. ‘The rations and keep of horses for fifty Lancers 
would thus represent 1,7501. a-year, but we should save on this the pay of the Persian 
soldiers who keep guard here and at our Consulates other thao those on the Gulf and in 
Khorassan, and which represents approximately 1001. a-year; this would reduce the total 
annual cost for rations, llorses, 8c, to 1,050 1 believe that at Ispahan, which is the 
only plice to which I would in the immediate present propose to send an Indian guard, 
there is adequate accommodation for a small body of men such as T suggest, but I am 
writing to His Majesty's Consul-General on the subject and I will let your Lordship know 
what he reports a8 soon as possible.

One hundred and twenty two-wheeled carts, used for transporting supplies, are 
reported to have arrived at Krasnovadsk and to have been sent on to Andizam. 

‘Two hundred and twenty-eight boxes of ammunition were dispatched from Russia 
towards Astrabad on the 27th May. 

About eighty railway-waggons and ten engines were received from Russia for use on 
the Transcaspian Railway. 

It is rumoured that the Russians wish to encourage trade between the Sarakhs and 
Seistan as a set-off to the British Muskhi route,

THE illness of the Grand Vizier has prevented the interview between his 
Highness and M. Goluboff, on the sub of the Treaty negotiations, which had 
heen fixed for yesterday, and T regret, therefore, that T am able, by this. messenger, 
to add little to the information which I had the honour to give to your Lordship in 
my telegram of th instant. 

It was clear, from the conversation which T had with M. aus on the 23rd 
instant, that he was a good deal dissatisfied with the attitude of the Russian Delegate. Te 
had failed, amongst other to induce him to fix a term of years at the fa ion 
of which the new arrangement now being negotiated would come to an end, and Persia 
be free to conelude a fresh ‘Treaty upon her own terms. M. Goluhoff insisted on tho 
Perpetual character of tho ‘Treaty of Turcomanchai, and said that if any of its pro- 

isions required revision from time to time, the Russian Government would be 
willing fo consider any proposals which might be made to it with that object. by 
Persia, On this point M. Naus found him immovable: “Dura lex, sed lex,” was his 
remark to me. 

Tobserved to M. wus that he must expect some protests from India against his 
proposed increase of duty on tea. Ile said it would not make any difference to tea 
Importers, as Persia produced no tea of her own, whilst the constimption of foreign 
tea was a necessity to her population. As the duty was the samo on all frontiers its 

y effect would he that the Persia consumer would pay a little dearer than at 
present for his t hut the increase would in practice prove so trifling, that indi- 
viduals would searcely feel it. The rich, whe imported enormous quantities, which

T HAVE the honour to report with reference to my Commereial, of the 
Gth July, that the secret Article therein referred to was signed some days ago by the 
Russian Minister and the Sadr-Azam, Its actual contents were not made known to 
M. Naus, who was informed by His Highness that the Russian Minister required that 
they should be kept absolutely secret; but Ihave reason to believe that it provided 
among other things for the appointment of a Russian Assistant Director-General of 
Customs at Tehran and of Russian Customs officials in some more important provincial 
customi-houses. It is obvious that if a Russian Assistant were assigned to M, Naus the 
next step would be to make the latter's position so untenable that he would he driven 
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into resignation, whereupon the Russian Assistant sould step into his shoes and become 
what M, Naus himself now practically is, Finance Minister of Persia. 

Whether there was more than this in the secret Articles Iam not yet in a position 
to say, but the Shab absolutely refused to agree to it, and M. Naus now assures me that 
the Convention for the revision of tariff will contain no Articles which will not be made 
public. It must always, however, be borne in mind that His Majesty’s opposition teed 
he overcome, and that if my Russian colleague has won over the Sadr-Azam the proposals 
made by him may at any moment be revived in another form. ‘The mere signature of 
this secret Article by His Highness is, T think, « fact of some significance. 

M. Naus has, by strenuous resistance, induced the Russian negotiators to. waive 
some of their niost objectionable demands respecting the tariff, They wanted, for 
‘example, as the Government of India anticipated they might in their despatch No. 39 
of the 7th February, to differentiate between the red ‘cotton shirtings manufactured in 
Russia and universally used by the working classes there and foreign coloured cottons; 
ut on this point they have at length given way. ‘They are also contending for a pro- 
cedure determining “disputes between importers and Persian customs, with the details 
of which | need not at this moment trouble your Lordship, but which M, Naus regards 
as inconsistent with the rights of Persia as an independent State, and which he has said 
he would rather resign than accept. 

T may add that M. Naus, although in speaking to me he affects to be hopeful 
about the financial outlook, is, I’ hear privately, rather pessimistic, ‘These negotiations 
have made him realize the determination of the Russian Goverment to use to the very

Comonra, 

T presume that these telegrams must relate to the cireumstances connected with the 
oceupation by a Turkish Sheikh of the Fort of Ad Daroja—situated in the territory of 
the Haushabis, one of the nine tribes near Aden which are under British protection, 

It was reported in March 1900 that the Sheikh Mohammed Nasir Mokbul of Homar, 
4 Turkish subject, liad entered the territory of the Haushabis and erected this fort, and 
that it was at that date garrisoned by Turkish soldiers. ‘These fhets were brought to the 

of the ‘Turkish Ministor of War on the 19th aud 23rd March, 1900, by His 
Majesty's Anibassador at Constantinople, and the Minister stated that he ‘strongly 
disapproved of the reported action of the Sheikh, and was ready to give orders for the 
demolition of the fort if it could be proved that one had been erected. 

Tn consequenee no doubt of the orders given by: the Turkish authorities the fort was 
evacuated about the 23rd May, 1900, by the Turkish troops, but it was. ascertained on

On the Toth April Towfik Pasha informed Sir N. O'Conor that the Sultan had 
instructed the Minister of War to telegraph to the Officer in command of the troops in 
the Yemen to make Sheikh Mohammed evacuate the fort, 

Tn consequence of this assurance the troops which liad been held ready to advance 
from Aden were not then sent forward, and it was not until the Lith May, when it was 
found that no action ha been taken’ by the ‘Turkish authorities, that His Majesty's 
Government were compelled to give orders to the Resident at Aden to proceed at once to 
expel the intruders, Strict directions were at the same time given that the Aden troops

SINCE the receipt of your letter of the 6th December, 1900, on the subject of the 
Subvention for our service on the Karun River, we have given careful consideration to the 
uestion whether our Company would be able to afford to bear the burden east upon it 
by the action of the Government of India in refusing to contribute to that subyention, 
Now that we are able to estimate the results for the first six months of this year, we are 
in a better position to gauge the situation, 
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The accounts for the Karun service have been regularly rendered by us to His 
Majesty’s Government since 1890, and the account for the last six months of 1900 
hhas just been sent into you. Against the deficits shown in these accounts, financial 
assistance has been rendered to us by Government, but our last periodical subvention 
expired in 1899. In that year the deficit was 2,251. 3s, 10d., and the subyention was 
20001, paid equally by the Home and Indian Governments. Upon the efllusion of the 
period of the subvention the question of the relative contributions of the two Govern. 
ments to services outside, but connected with Tndia, was under eousideration, and sooner 
than wreck the Karun navigation under such special circumstanices, we decided to hold 
on, although the financial assistance rendered to us was quite incommensurate to the 
demands made upon our resources, ‘Thus, in 1900, the deficit was 2,596. 1s. 11d., 
against which we only received 1,000/.; and for 1901 the deficit, so far as we can see at 
present, will be greater than in 1900, owing to the extraordinary duration of the 
embargo on the export of cereals, and to the consequent stagnation of trade. We had 
hoped tlt the rond which ine have constructed aera the eeuntates there wee plains to 
the Persian table-land would have very soon become the avenue of traile, and this traffic 
would, of course, assist trade generally, Unfortunately, the long continuance of the 
embargo on the export of cereals has also affected the incipient traitie on the road. ‘The 
agriculturists, in view of the lengthy maintenance of the embargo, have not heen 
encouraged to sow erops to the same extent, and the result has been « general scarcity 
of straw) which forms the staple fodder for the mules, which are the animals most usually 
used! for transport, 

Unuer these circumstances, in spite of the gradual, and on the whole, healthy, increase 
in the trade, viewed over a period of years, we are face to face with a deficit for the 
present year of about 3,001, if the’serviee is continued up to. the end of the year, 
towards which, under your letter of the 6th December, we shall only reecive 1,000, 
Nor does this deficit represent by any means the sum total of our obligations, 

It is known to His Majesty's Government that we have been hitherto unable to 
recover the considerable advances which we have made to the Persian Gover 
account of the service on the Upper Karun, ‘This yea we have been 
make extensive repairs to the steam-ship Shushan.” which we work for His, Majest 
the Shah, and although our aecounts are regularly rendered, they are never paid, 
‘Then there is our Targe outlay on the Bakhtiyari Road, towards which we have 
hitherto not received a farthing from the Bakltiyari Chiefs, 

In fact, we are bearing practically the whole burden of a widely ramified commercial 
enterpiis, in which we are rigidly precluded from gaining any exclusive advantages, and 
of which the advantages will accrue, in the principal degree, to the export trade of Great 
Britain and of 

We have eonie to the conclusion that it will not be prudent for us to continue to 
boar this burden unless some more substantial assistance is forthcoming from our Govern. 
ment, and for a fixed period, 0 as to place us in a position to make contracts aloud, A 
subyention of 1,600, tor a period of five years is the smallest assistance which could be 
rendered to us comportable with meeting the bare necessities of the case, and we have 
te honour to request that this grant may be made to us.

Sir, India Office, August 24, 1901, 

I AM directed by Lord George Hamilton to acknowledge the receipt of Mr. Bertio's 

letter of the 5th August last, relative to the use of the French flag by subjects of the 
Sultan of Muscat. 

2. I am to remind you that the Sultan has already issued a Notification of the 
15th June, 1900, as pianeen in the margin,* which was approved by His Majesty's 
Government, on the understanding that it should apply only to. future cases of the 
acceptance of the flag by a Muscat subject, This notification may be called 
Notification I. Whether the renewal of a flag already granted is a fresh acceptance 
is not yet a settled point. Meanwhile Captain Cox, in his letter No. 152, dated the 
8rd April last, has recommended the issue of a fresh notification, which may be described 
as Notification Il. Its proposed terms were — 

“By our Edict dated the 14 Safar, 1318, it was made clear to our subjects that the 

ossession by individuals among them of foreign articles and foreign flags carried with 
it no protection within our territory or territorial waters. 

Tt is hereby further ordained that from and after (here follows date) it is 
forbidden to our born or domiciled subjects to fly within our territories or in our 
territorial waters any foreign flag, except under our written authority. 

Any person acting in contravention of this Edict, will render himself, ipso facto, 
liable to such fine or imprisonment as it may seem expedient to us to inflict.” 

8. In your letter dated the Sth August you write—“ 'The issue of a Decree by the 
Sultan of Muscat forbidding the use of a foreign flag in Muscat waters by any of his. 
subjects would raiso the question of the right, to, grant French patents of protection in 
the most acute form between the Sultan and the French Government, and would in 
effect be an attempt by the Sultan to settle in an adverse sense the question of the 
validity of the existing patents which is at present under examination. 

“Lord Lansdowne has already reminded the French Ambassador, and will again 
remind him, of his promise to supply information as to the results of the inquiry which 
his Excelleney states that the French authorities have made. 

“Tn the event of their maintaining that certain of the patents have been rightfully 

nted, and that the holders are aly entitled to the character of French protégés, 

rd Lansdowne doubts whether the renewal of such patents could be considered as a 
grant of fresh papers. But the first step appears to Lord Lansdowne to be that we 
should endeavour to obtain a strict examination of the existing patents.”

Extract from a Report from Mr. W. S. Davis to Lieutenant-Colonel Kemiball, dated 
Shiraz, September 21, 1901. 


WITH regard to Shiraz and certain complaints that have been made as to the want 
of influence and ineficieney of our Native Agent, Nawab Ghulam Hyder Ali Khan, I 
have beon considering whether a better arrangement is possible or not. I think there 
is not the least doubt. dat an English Consul would in every way be preferable: the 
British merchants would like it, and he vould have a great deal more prestige and 
influence than any Native Agent, On the other hand, there is hardly enough work to 
to justify the appointment, unless the officer were to take an interest in politics and 
regulerly work to increase our influence in these parts,

Tt might be possible to invest a British merchant with Vice-Consular powers, it 
there were a suitable person resident here, but at present there is not. If it is not 
possible to have an Englishman, I think the question resolves itself into whether it is 
necessary to have a Native Agent at all, and, if so, have we got as good a one as 
possible? Tonderstand that itis likely that the Resident in future will spend four or 
five months each year in Shiraz, and during that timehe would, of course, transact any 
business there might be, But even so, { think he would find it necessary to have some 
Tocal man well up in the polities of the place to be his medium for dealing with the local 
people, The present Native Agent would do for this very well, and, as his pay is only 
300 rupees a-month, the arranzement is not a costly one. 

For the rest of the year, [ think, it is advisable on the whole to employ the Nawab 
as Native Agent. He will not be in the same independent position as before, as the 
Resident will hear how he has been working when he visits Shiraz. 

Previously, wh Residents only visited Shiraz once in three or four years, 
the Nawab was prac! ithout control, and could do just as much or as little work as 
hie chose. 

‘The Nawab is useful 4 ng many small disputes and cases whieh would other- 

sferred to Bushire, and I thinks, from the long connection his family has 

he is thoroughly loyal, His chief faults, as far as E 

can make out, are indolence and extravagance, He is a hopelessly bad man of business 
here his money transactions are conecrned, and rather than retrench or sell some 
property to pay offdebts, he as gone on signing promissory notes and getting involved 
deeper. ‘The Imperial Bank adiit that out of his debt of 24,032 krons to them, 
10,210 krans alone is for interest. 1 do not think we should do any better if we 
omployed any other Persian. If we employed a really rich and influential man, the 

I pay as British Agent wonld not be sullicfent inducement for him to. take much 

ie over British interests, And if we employed a poor man, he would uso hi 

sition as British Agent to the utmost to make méney and to further his own intrigues, 
ind he would not have the same reasons for being loyal to us as the Nawab has. 

Mhe Nawab no doubt does use his position as British Agent to further his private 
ends to a certain extent, an the fact of his being under British protection is valuable to 
hhim; but I think his friendsbip with the Sadr Azam, and the support of friends of his own 
and of his brother in ‘Tehran, are far more important and useful to him.

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Immediately on anchoring the steam syren was sounded in order to attract the 
attention of any of the supposed inhabitants. 

‘A search party, consisting of two ships’ officers, an interpreter of the Aden 
Political Department, and ten men landed in the ship's cutter, at a point nearly opposite 
to the site of the huts marked on the charts of this island, to search for the hut, and, 
if possible, communicate with the inhabitants. A: search of two hours, during which 
time the whole of the available ground was covered, revealed no trace of recont 
habitation, No trace of fish-hones, fires, or the materials for huts, stich as might have 
been expected had the island been recently inhabited, were found, 

leven stone cairns, cireular in shape and with an entrance on one side, were 
found almost on the site of the lnuts mentioned above. 

‘Dhese cairns, which closely resemble the usual type of Mahommedan graves, were 
examined by the ative interpreter, who considered them to be shelters, built for 
protection against the weather, and he was quite positive that they were not graves, 

Toonsider that the inhabitants known to have been on the island during the fine 
season have probably returned to the mainland for the south-west monsoon period, 

The shelters were probably built by them, and their resemblance to Mahommedan 
graves must have been the reison for the Captain of the yacht “‘Selika” making the 
report that he did. 

‘Pho southewest monsoon was blowing with great foree, sind a high sea was 
running during the time of our visit, and, considering the very barren condition of the 
sland, T should think it very improbablo that; any one would be able to live there 
during this season, and fishing would be almost impossible.

tained without any provocation, by Homars, a tribe in ‘Turkish territory. ‘The Resident 
also states that it i reported that Mohammed Nasir, in the company of a party of 
Turks who were inquiring about the boundary, came on the morning of the sume day. 
to the village of Karicahan, which is situated 2'or 8 miles distant from Ad Dareja, and 
is described as a Haushabi outpost in W urvey Report. 

It is most desirable that Mohammed Nasir should be removed from the 
Bourkiood to prevent his causing further disturbances, 
removal.

In the course of the next month or six weeks all the Suri dhows will start again on 
their annual voyages, and it will then be impossible to do anything further in the matter 
for yet another season. T confess to being a good deal disappointed at this unsatisface 
tory dénouement, for I cannot help feeling that in any normal conilition of British

T HAD an opportunity of seeing the Grand Vizier tod s Highness inforsied 
me iu confidence that an examination, necessary as i preliminary before settling the loam 
question, has just been made in the state of the finances of the country. ‘The result has 
been to sliow that there is a deficit of 500,0002, up to date, for which the Shab, owing to 
hhis personal expenditure, is apparently’ largely responsible. ‘The Grand Vizier has 
received the Shab’s orders to meet this deficit by raising 1,000,001, by loan—baif of that 
sum being intended to wipe out the deficit, and the other half to provide for the expenses 
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‘of the Shah's projected journey next year to Europe, as well as to supply funds for the con- 
struction of the road from Tabreez to Kazvin by the Persian Government. Otherwise this 
Road Concession will lapse to the Russians, owing to the Persian Road Company's failure to 
carry it out. The Grand Vizier said that he would be obliged to borrow from Russia 
the greater part of the money, but professed to deplore the necessity of having to take 
this step. He asked if the Imperial Bank of Persia could not reduce the 12 per cent, 
charge by them to 8 per cent., so that he might make a fairly equal division of the loun 
between England and Russia. ; 

My auswer to His Highness was that a regrettable effect would, I feared, be produced 
in England if Persia contracted another large loan from Russia, in whatever way it was 
explained, I believe he was sincere when he said that he did not like the idea of this 
Joan, but was in a helpless position, Hle asked syhether there was avy advice which your 
Lordship or 1 could give him, 

‘The Russians, although they have offered the Grand Vizier money, have not yet 
defined the terms attached to that offer. The Tabreez-Kazvin Road Conc ian may be 
one of them. Would your Lordship cousider that to be open to objection? From a 
remark which fell from His Highness, I think that « condition, on which the Russians 
will endeavour to insist, will be that the loon borrowed from the Imperial Bank—the 
security for which is the Customs in Southern Persia—should he repaid, Tt would seem 
to me preferable to concede the Road Concession thn to agre tothe reyayment of that 
loan. 

Should 1 be acting in accordance with your Lordship's wishes if 1 conveyed. a 
warning to His Majesty the Shah to. the effect that Tis Majesty’s Government. might be 
constrained to reconsider their whole policy towards this country in the event of the 
Persian Government contracting a loan (ron Russia, the conditions of which might strike 
at our interests or menace the independence of Persia? It is said that “no politic 
conditions” is x sine qud non insisted on by the Shah, His Majesty is, however, at the 
mercy of Russia, in consequence of the late loan contracted by him. 

Tadd, for your Lordship's secret information, an idea which has occurred to me, 
Persia, and return for the money she wants, might lease some port on the Caspian to 
Russia_ and at the same tine one on the Persian Gulf to ourselves,

assist the Shickh by order of the Governor-General of Yemen. 

In view of the additional particulars now received, have to instruct your Exoel- 
oney to make strong representation to the Turkish Government in regard to the 
conduct of the authorities of Yemen in connection with this matter, 

You should point out that the information now supplied by the Resident at Aden 
pluees the conduct of those authorities in a much more unfayourable light than the 
{clegraphie reports proviously received. by His Majesty's Government. "The prosence of 
tho Turkish troops at Ad Dareja is shown not fo have eon accidental or due to a 
raiseonception as to boundaries, but premeditated and deliberate ; and it iy extraordinary 
that the Turkish Government should have been so ill-informed as to what took place, 
and should have made the matter the subject of repeated complaints and protests ayainst 
the conduct of the British authorities 

His Majesty's Government consider that they lave very serious grounds for com- 
plaining of the conduct of the authorities in Yemen in evecting, oF allowing to be 
erected, a strong defensible post within the territory of the Maushabis, who are under 
British protection, in taking no notieo of the remonstrauces addressed to. the Governor 
General of Sana’ by the Resident at Aden, and in having actually invaded torritory 
under British profeetion with an armed force and opposed to British troops. 

His Majesty's Government regard the conduct of Molumaied Nasir, wlio is in the 
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service of the Turkish Government, as ing heen particularly objectionable, and he 
should be punished for his part in the pr ceeding: and remoyed rom the neighbourhood 
of the Aden Protectorate, so as to make it im pos ible for him to cause further trouble in 
the frontier districts, 

In conclusion, you should warn the Turkish Goyernment that, unless the attitude 
and proceedings of the Turkish authorities on the border of the British Protectorate 
are in future more correct, very serious complications will result.
